M-10001 (it 
sounds like a dial telephone number) is whizzing over 
the rails out of Los Angeles and headed for New York 
in an effort to prove that it is possible to cut a day off 
the transcontinental schedule. 

This Union Pacific streamliner expects to make Chi- 
cago, 2,298 miles, in 39 hours 20 minutes as against 58 
hours 45 minutes. From Chicago to New York it will 
take the pace of the Twentieth Century, but on the first 
leg, from Los Angeles to Chicago, it is expected to aver- 
age 58.4 m.p.h., including stops.

THERE ARE TWO REASONS why we in the auto- 
mobile industry are vitally interested in this epoch- 
making trip! First, because the railroad is seeking to 
demonstrate it can compete with not only the automobile 
in the way of cross country speed, but also vie somewhat 
with the airplane.

IN HIS TALK MONDAY at the annual meeting of 
the American Trucking Assn., held in Chicago, Joseph 
B. Eastman, Federal transportation co-ordinator, practi- 
cally repeated what he said at the busmen’s convention 
in Cleveland a short time back—that there should be 
Federal control over motor truck transportation opera- 
tions. At Chicago Eastman declared that co-ordinated 
control is needed because of “the existence in every 
state capital and in Washington of armed camps, on 
the one hand the railroads and their allies, and on the 
other hand the truck manufacturers and their allies” 
with both wasting money and time and harming both 
themselves and the country.

AS ONE OF MY BOARD of strategy sizes up the 
Eastman speech, it looks as if before any active steps 
can be taken in such co-ordination it will be necessary 
to first effect universal truck legislation which will 
eliminate the barriers of lawful inter-state trucking, 
which were imposed on the trucking industry by the 
railroads through their lobbying in different state cap- 
itals in the vain attempt to hinder and obstruct the rival 


trucking lines.

BECAUSE OF THE VARIANCE in state laws hav- 
ing to do with truck sizes and weight, it has been 
impossible for the truck makers and the equipment man- 
ufacturers to build a standardized vehicle of rated ton- 
nage. This necessarily has imposed upon the public 
higher prices on truck transportation than would have 
been necessary if standardized vehicles could have been 
produced that were legal in operation in all states.

IN ADJUSTING RATES on any basic commodities 
hauled by rails and trucks, the welfare of the public 
should be the primary interest of the rate-adjusting 
body, rather than the invested capital of the rails as 
against the invested capital in trucking lines. In other 
words, the efficiency of the service rendered should be 
the basis of rate adjustment, with a view at all times 
to bringing freight rates to the lowest possible level to 
insure profitable operation. The good of the public 
should be the main consideration, says this adviser of 
mine.

Sept. Output 174,451; October Sales Pick-Up, May Hit 170,000 Cars 
and Trucks; November Expected to be Low Point for Year with Output 
of 75,000; Sept. Sales Near 190,000; No Radical Models Anticipated. 





Production during September in the 

September United States and Canada reached a total 
Output of 174,451 units, according to a report 
174,451 today from the Department of Commerce. 


This brings the total for the first nine 
months of this year to 2,493,277 units, against 1,700,815 
in the same period and 1,985,981 in the entire 12 months 
of 1933. Of the September production, 168,872 units 
were produced in the United States of which 123,000 
were passenger cars and 44,963 were trucks. The 
Canadian production totaled 5,579 units of which 4,211 
were passenger cars and 1,368 trucks.

Reflecting the reduction in prices on 

Sales Show close-out models of the 1934 lines, sales 
Gain in are generally reported showing improve- 

October ment in the closing weeks of the current 


month. Just what effect this will have 
on new model introductions is still problematical, with 
the view in some sections leaning toward the belief that 
new lines may make their appearance earlier than had 
been anticipated in order to prevent a lapse in sales. 
This seems true in one or two cases, but at the present 
it still looks as if most manufacturers would stick by 
their original plan to announce in December or early 
January. The earlier stock clean-up will make possible 
an earlier re-stocking, however. Truck sales have been 
holding up exceptionally well throughout the month with 
the likelihood that new car and new truck sales com- 
bined will run close to 160,000 to 170,000 units, against 
190,000 or better for September. Production for the 
month looks like 140,000 to 145,000 units.

In a production way it is probable that 


November November will be the low point of the 
May Be year with the total dropping below the 
Low Point 100,000 mark and coming to rest at about 


70,000 to 75,000 units, as compared with 
62,974 in the same month last year. Last year, it must 
be remembered, the tool and die makers strike was just 
coming to a head at this time and the factory wheels 
were slowed almost to a stopping point by this difficulty. 
This year, to date, the coast seems clear, with a gener- 
ally better understanding between employes and employ- 
ers and the interruption of schedules from this source 
seems remote. The Automobile Manufacturers Code 
question will no doubt be re-opened Nov. 3, at which 
time the 60-day extension granted by President Roose- 
velt expires. It is quite likely that professional labor 
organizers will enter their usual objections to the “merit 


clause” of this document, which, in their opinion, modi- 
fies Section 7-A of the Recovery Act. In view of the 
straightforward and sympathetic stand taken by Gen- 
eral Motors last week in regard to collective bargaining, 
it would seem that attacks on the code from this angle 
would be without foundation.

Combined new passenger car and truck 


September sales for September should run in the 
Sales neighborhood of 190,000 units, according 
190,000 to estimates by R. L. Polk & Co., based 


on the reports from 33 states representing 
60.99 per cent of the passenger car market and 61.15 
per cent of the truck market. These states show a total 
of 95,563 passenger cars registered, which is a drop of 
22.69 per cent from the August total of 123,610 registra- 
tions in these same states, and also a slight decline from 
the 96,277 units in the same states in September, 1933. 
On this basis, Polk puts the September total at 150,000 
passenger cars against 157,834 in September last year. 
The commercial car registrations in these 33 states 
show a total of 23,607 units, a decline of 5.94 per cent 
from the 25,099 units registered in the same states dur- 
ing August. This total, however, is an increase of 23.45 
per cent over the registration$ in the same states in 
September last year. On thi¢ basis Polk estimates Sep- 
temper commercial car sales gt 38,000 units against 
31,269 a year ago and 40,790 in August this year.

Looking into what is in store for 1935 


Looking _in the way of new models, it can be stated 
at 1935 quite definitely that there will be few 
Products radical changes. Packard and one other 


high priced maker will enter a smaller 
car in the market. Streamlining will be a dominant 
factor, with treatment similar to the LaSalle designs of 
last year becoming the rule in this direction. Basing 
this opinion on the statement by Walter P. Chrysler 
last summer, it is expected that this company will retain 
the general lines of its present Airflow models. Hup- 
mobile will retain the design of its Aerodynamic series 
which has met with good response. Hupp, in its state- 
ment regarding the election of new officers last week, 
intimated that it has some surprises in store, but con- 
tented itself with the remarks that the company con- 
templated a considerable broadening of its price class 
without stating in which direction the broadening would 
be made. Mechanical changes are to be confined largely 
to easy control. Knee-action springing will be continued 
along with no-draft ventilating systems.
